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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/7/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See arguments below. 

I. Rejection of claims 23-30 under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph will not be 
maintained. New claim 36 includes a complete active step. Claims 23-30 depend from 
new claim 36. 

II. Rejection of claims 23-25,28-30 under 35 USC 102(b) will be maintained for 
reason on record and reason as follow. New claims 36,37,40,41 will be added to this 
rejection. 

Applicant argues that insulin aerosol is produced during the practice of Gonda 
using a device which is not an EHD means as instantly claimed. Applicant also argues 
that Gonda explicitly teaches as the critical feature of his invention - the patient is 
required to carry out an inhale-exhale maneuver. Examiner argues that instant claims 
are to a method of delivering protein (insulin) suspended in carrier (ethanol and 
excipient) as an aerosol via inhalation into the pulmonary tract. Therefore, a statement 
to the production of aerosol in a claim directed to the delivery of insulin to the pulmonary 
tract has no patentable significance. For this reason, the use of the EHD to produce an 
aerosol has no patentable significance in instant claims since instant claims are to the 
delivery of aerosol rather than to the production of an aerosol. With respect to an inhale- 
exhale maneuver for aerosol delivery, the instant claims are not close to said maneuver 
since instant method claims embrace the open language "comprising" which would 
allow the inclusion of inhale-exhale maneuver. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 38,39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gonda as applied to claims 23-25,28-30,36,37,40,41 above. See 35 USC 102(b) 
rejection above. Gonda teaches all that is recited in claims 38,39 except for the 
composition / method comprising the instant amounts of insulin and excipients. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have determined the 
optimum amounts of insulin and excipients. One would have been motivated to do this 
in order to develop an aerosol that would have been effective in the treatment of 
diabetes. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
